—A little tube about as big as a 
kitchen match, capable of produc- 
ing a light four times as bright as

day before the American Physical 
Society by Dr. Cornells Bol of 
Stanford University. 
Dr: Bol said medical science Is 


already experimenting with the lit- 
tle lamp In treating skin diseases. 
It was reported to have attracted 
the Interest of militarists of sever- 
al nations and to be of potential 
value to television. 
The tiny quartz tube contains 


two electrical 
terminals and 
a 


small amount of mercury. 
Two 
kilowatts of electrical current pro- 
duce a brilliant white light In the 
tube. 
With the aid of a 36-Inch reflect- 


or It will then produce a bearp of 
more than a million candlcpower

tional Income for some institu- 
tions and less for others, it was 
explained by George Mason, ex- 
ecutive secretary of the Baptist 
Foundation of Texas. In 1933' the 
philanthropist set up the Hardin 
trust of $900,000, which by De- 
cember 1, 1937, had grown to $1,- 
326,000 from an 8 per cent annu- 
ity on donations to various Insti- 
tutions. Hardin's death terminat- 
ed the annuity payments. 


Funds in the Hardin trust will 


be divided as follows: One-fourth 
to Mary Hardln-Baylor; one-sixth
